WAR TECHNIQUE 
CHANGES FAST 


Maybe Atom Bomb Will 
Be Outmoded

N ew York.— I don’t 
w ant 
to 
make any expert noises, but I oc­ 
casionally talk to m ilitary people. 
and some ot the big ones don’t 
think you can deliver a four-week 
victory with atom bomb and big 
bomber alone. Somewhere in the 
next mess you are apt to 
see a 
cursing doughfoot with a rifle and 
a navy w ith some 
obsolete 
old 
boats. 
The air force, 
aided 
by 
Rep. 
Clarence Cannon, chairman of the 
House Appropriations committee, 
seems to feel that 
most 
of 
the 
money should be sunk in a big 
bomber program and that dough 
for the arm y and navy are sec­ 
ondary. They figure that 
Russia 
can be ground to powder with the 
atom in a trice, and won't need 
anything else. 
Quite apart from whether 
we 
can deliver the big blossom to our 
potential enemies 
without 
vast 
fighter support, there is the ques­ 
tion of just how far you can go 
with the employment of the bomb 
itself. There is not much abroad 
to keep the Russians from over­ 
running Europe at w ill. 
How About Ural Mis.? 
The opponents of wholehearted 
dependence on the bomb wonder, 
idly, if w e w ill bomb 
a Russian- 
occupied Paris, a Russian-occup­ 
ied London, 
a 
Russian-occupied 
Rome? The 
occupation 
of 
E u ­ 
rope’s chief cities being a normal 
tactic, can our consciences be ad­ 
justed to atom -blast'our 
friends 
indiscrim inately in order to get at 
our enemies? 
There is a vast expanse ot Rock

has allegedly been moved, atom- 
power or no, can you topple an 
entire mountain range on the of I - 
chance of smacking a w ar 
plant 
buried in its base? Can you trans­ 
port that many bombs, that often0 
Saying that the general devast­ 
ation of Russia and portions of the 
occupied 
continent 
is 
feasible, 


what happens 
afterw ard? 
Prior 
warfare has shown that 
to 
the 
victor 
belongs 
the 
headaches. 
Such as the maintenance of the 
conquered enemy. 
Saddling any 
nation with the rehabilitation 
of 
an 
atom-ravished 
hemisphere 
would wreck the w inner 
econ­ 
om ically— yet total ravishment is 
the aim it the one-weapon boys 
get their way. 
These ate all 
arguments, 
you 
understand, presented by the op­ 
ponents of the one-weapon school. 
ll is natural that they are 
pre­ 
judiced, but in their prejudism is 
considerably more sound 
know­ 
ledge of m ilitary techniques than 
can be exhibited by 
most 
con­ 
gressman. 
There has, for 
instance, 
been 
little talk of the guided missile in 
all argument about 
who gets the 
most money for what. The thinking 
projectile is still over the horizon 
— but near. W hen it achieves per­ 
fection, it w ill render the airplane 
as obsolete as the sailing frigate. 
Just An Errand Boy 
In the whole 
squabble 
about 
airpower versus tile other 
arms, 
the point is seldom made that the 
aircraft, in fine, is nothing but an 
errand boy, a vehicle. The 
ail - 
plane roughly 
approximates 
the 
spear. The spear became import­ 
ant when the first savage tied a 
knife to a stick and found out he 
could kill an enemy at a greater 
distance than with the knife in his 
hand. The stick became the vehi­ 
cle— as 
the 
bow 
became 
the 
vehicle for the arrow. 
Perfection of the guided missile 
removes the necessity ot airplanes 
as carriers of the weapon, which 
is the bomb. W e then return to 
simple artillery— which 
is taking 
the gun-mount as close 
as 
pos­ 
sible to the enemy, 
and 
cutting 
loose. 
I know 
one 
brilliant 
airman 
who thinks the 
battleship— sub­ 
mersible battleship with 
guided 
missile launching mounts— is the 
vehicle of 
future 
warfare. 
On 
close inspection this is not ridicul­ 
ous, because closeness 
to 
target 
increases 
effectiveness. 
There 
again, you would be right back in 
a fresh concept of war. 
The only point I want to make 
is that I hate to see any one fac­ 
tion being so stuffily positive that 
any one service arm is the total 
answer to total war. It ain't. The 
techniques change too fast.

Save Easter Lily 
For More Flowers 
Those 
beautiful 
Easter 
lilies 
can be saved and made to flower 
again, says C. E. Wildon, floricul­ 
turist in the departm ent of horti­ 
culture, Michigan State 
College. 
He offers some 
simple 
instruc­ 
tions for their care. 
Keep the Easter lily in growing 
condition 
as 
long 
as 
possible. 
Keep it indoors and continue 
to 
water. 
When it is rradv to go dormant, 
the leaves will start to turn yel­ 
low. At this time allow Hie soil to 
dry rut. When growth has 
com­ 
pletely dried back, store the bulb 
in a cool place v. itll a tem perature 
of about 45 
degrees 
Fahrenheit 
until next fall. Then pot it again. 
place it in a cool, well lighted lo­ 
cation, and water. 
New 
growth 
will soon start. 
After 
Christmas 
move it into a w arm er room. 
Another method of handling is 
to plant the lily 
out-of-doors 
in 
the garden the last of May. It may 
produce another 
flower 
in 
late 
summer 
During 
the 
w inter 
it 
should be heavily mulched
